Tae Dutes anv Betoians.—Vhe last arrivals 
bring the news of hvstilities having been commenced by 
the sapient King, who decides the bed of a river to be 
the “high lands,” against the Beigians, having taken 
a miff that they should have crowned Leopold their 
King. All at once his army was in motion, and enter- 
ing Belgium, began the work of piilage and death—de- 
#treying farms and other private property and pulting 
women and children to death. Intelligence of his pro- 
ceeding< being communicated to the King of the French, 
Louis Phillipe ummediately ordered his army inte Bel- 
gium to assist the Belgians. A Conference of the Great 
Powers was immediately called, who were pleased to 
send word to WitLLtaM that it was not their pleasure 
that he should attempt to regain his lost dominions in 
this manner. Whereupon the said William returned 
word that since it did uot appear to be ‘agreeable to 
their Majesties, that he should kill the Belgians, he 
would in much courtesy recall his army, and pledge 
himself not to say another word about the business if 
they would only let him alone, and the French army 
would leave Belgium. So affairs stood at the last ac- 
counts. ‘The Dutch King is very accommodating.

From Europe. 

The Henry ‘Thompson, which arrived 
at Boston on Saturday, brought London 
papers of the 1{th of August, having sail- 
ed from Liverpool on the 14th. 

Beccium ano Hoi.tanno.—Hpostilities 
have commenced. The Armistice termin- 
ated on the 4th. King Leopold was at 
Liege when he heard of the hostile inten- 
tions of the Prince of Orange. He re- 
turned post haste to Brussels, and sent off 
troops and cannon for Antwerp, which was 
expected to be an early point of assault 
and bombardment. On the 4th, he issued 
a spirited proclamation to his people. He 
left Brussels to place himselt at the head 
on the army on the same afternoon, hav- 


ing previously despatched messengers for 
| Paris and London, to claim military aid 
against the Dutch, pursuant to the guar- 
/antee given him by the Five Powers.— 


When his Envoy arrived in Paris the King 
immediately summoned a Council, and it 
was resolved that General Girard at the 
head of 50,000 French troops should march 
instantly to the aid of Belgium. Orders 
were accordingly issued. Inthe evening, 
the Minister of Finance addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to the Committee of the Paris 
Stock Exchange. 

“ The King of Holland denounced the 
armistice, and announced the resumption 
of hostilities against the Belgians,- this 
evening at half past nine o’clock. This 
morning at five o’clock, the ay | receiv- 
ed a letter from the King of the Belgians, 
who demands ef him the aid of a French 
army. ‘The King having recognized the 
independence of the kingdom of Belgium, 
and her neutrality, m concert with Eng- 
lund, Austria, Prussia and Russia, and the 
circumstances being urgent, complies with 
the demand of the King of the Belgians, 
and will cause the engagements to be re- 
spected, which have been taken in com- 
mon accord with the Great Powers. Mar- 
shal Girard commands the army of the 
North, which is marching to the aid of Bel- 
gium, whose neutrality and independence 
are to be maintained. The peace of Eu- 
rope, disturbed by the King of Holland, 
shall be consolidated,” 

A letter from Brussels gives the follow- 
ing account of King Leopold’s reception 
and proceedings at Antwerp. 

His visit was Unexpected, and produced 
a most electrifying effect. Having alight- 
ed at the palace, he came out upon the 
balcony, and told the assembled multitude

It was truly an affecting scene; the air 
was rent with shouts more enthusiactic 
than I ever heard in my life: those arc and 
him were unmanned, and shed tears abun- 
dantly.

The Comet of 1832. The French jour- 
als have had much to say, these two years 
past, about the Comet which is to make its 
appearance in 1852. The German Jjour- 
nals begin to amuse their readers with the 
chimerical apprehensions,which the future 
appearance of this star wspire. The fact 
is, that this Comet might approach the 
earth much nearer than it actually will 
approach it, without furnishing the least 
ground for fear, It is known that in 1770, 
a comet approached within 750,000 
leagues of the earth, about nine times the 
distance of the moon; and those who are 
acquainted with astronomy may have not 
forgot, that M. Lalande has computed 
thirty thousand leagues to be the distance 
at which a comet could produce any sen- 
sible derangement of our system. The 
fears which these journals propaguie, a- 
rise from this, that the comet of 1832 will 
pass near the orbit of the earth, (within 
fourteen diameters and a half, 13 or 14 
thousand leagues) so that ifthe earth be at 
that point of its orbit which shall be for an 
instant near the comet, some deranging 
phenomenon may perhaps result. But 
this ease is far from possivle for the year 
1832.— Montreal Gazelle.
